The absent voters law is primarily 
for the person who is ill, physically 
indisposed, or because of their cm- j 
ployment 
or because 
of 
absence 
from the voting precinct on election | 
day, and makes it possible for them ! 
to vote secretly in advance of the 
election. 
These ballots are sealed by 
the 
person who votes, and are delivered 
to the clerk, who 
will 
distribute 
them to the pro|ier precincts, 
and 
they will be opened on election day 
and deposited in the ballot box, just 
tlie same a- if the person had ap­ 
plied.in person. 
No application for 
such 
ballots 
will l>c received later than Saturday 
afternoon, because it would be 
al­ 
most impossible to mail the ballot- 
to any point, and get them back in 
time for the election.

Tlu* cow should give 18 pounds of 
milk for every 100 pound- of digest­ 
ible nutrients eaten. 
This is a single 
food on which we can live longer than 
any other single food, it coming near­ 
est to a balanced ration. 
The shoat or hog should give us 
10 to 12 pounds of pork for every 
100 pounds of digestible nutrients 
taken. 
The hen with average weight 
of 5 to (i p o u n d s will require about 
90 pounds of gram a year and an 
average hen should lay e g g s t<» tlie 
amount of from 10 to 12 times her 
body weight. She outshines all others 
so fa r ¿is production is 
concerned. 
So we s«iv thsit tin* cow, the hog, and 
the hen are essential if you have a 
balanced farm.

CONTAGION HERE 


Physicians 
Report 
Many 
Scarlet 


Fever And Diptheria Patients In 


County. To Health Officers 


REPORTS FOR OCTOBER MADE 


Not In Epidemic Stage In Any Com­ 


munity And In Many Instances 


Quarantine Is Raised 


Fifty-on# cases of contagious dis- 
ease», 
consisting of 
diptheria and 
scarlet (fever, were reported during 
the month of October within Rush 
county according to figures compiled 
in the city and county health offices. 
In the office of Dr. K. I. Wooden, 
ounty heiilth officer, 24 cases were 
reported, 
and in the office 
of Dr. 
Fohn M. Lee, city health officer, 27 
ases we;e reported during the month. 


The eases in Rush county are di- 
vided as 
follows, with 22 diptheria 
and 29 with scitrlet fever. 
In Rush­ 
ville city, there is more diptheria than 
scarlet fever, with 17 cases of the 
• 
former and 10 cases of scarlet fever. 


The 
figures are reversed 
in the 
country, 
as there is 
more scarlet 
fever than diptheria, with 19 cases 
reported against 5 cases of diptheria. 
The cases in all instances are widely 
scattereif and no certain community 
is having an epidemic, according to 
the officers. 


Reports have been circulated false­ 
ly that there were hundreds of such 
cases among 
school 
children, but 
the records in these two offices speak 
for themselves. 
Physicians, by law* 
are compelled to report contagious 
diseases to the proper authorities, 
with the cases within the 
city 
of 
Rushville being reported to the city 
health officer, and all 
other cases 
outside the city to tlu* county health 
officer. 


M any of the quarantines estab­ 
lished during October have been re­ 
leased, and so fa r November has a 
elean record without any new cases 
being reported, and it is believed that 
the diseases are about stamped out. 
Strict quarantine regulations by the 
families is the only method which 
can successfully stamp out the dis­ 
eases, it was pointed out. 
In* Rushville during the month of 
October, 
tlie vital 
statistics show 
that there were 
more 
deaths than 
births, and a very small number at 
that. 
Only 
six deaths took place 
within the city, and only four births 
were reported. 


For the month preceding September 
there were 19 cases of contagion re­ 
ported in Rushville, and 8 cases from 
the rural districts.

Mills, husband of the murdered choir 
singer, stood on the scene of

Hall-Mills crime today and declared 
he believes there is “ a great deal of 
truth” in Mrs. Jan e Gibson’s 
eye 
witness story. 
“ My wife and the Rev. H all were 
murdered by some one very close to 
one of them” , said Mills who has 
thrown aside his meek 
inoffensive 
demeanor and is demanding 
“ ju s­ 
tice” in the case. 
His form straightened 
and his 
eyes flashed a spark of fire as for 
the first time he went to the Phillips 
farm and without 
emotion 
cooly 
discussed various phases of the mur­ 
ders. 
“ The murder could 
never 
have 
»een committed by a stranger,” he 
deducted. “ The person who killed my 
wife and H all evidently wanted their 
jodies to be found and identified im­ 
mediately Otherwise they would have 
been thrown in the thicket of locust 
tmshes there” , he pointed. 
“ The murderer in my opinion was 
elated to one o f them.” 


Mills went over with great care 
the course o f Mrs. Gibson, the “ pig 
farm woman” eye witness said she 
overed when she saw two couples 
angrily face each other, disputing 
over a packet of letters. 
“ I believe her story is 
true,” he 
then declared speaking of Mrs. Gib­ 
son’s tale to authorities. 
Mills scored authorities handling 
the case. 


‘W hat I cannot understand,” he 
snapped, “ is why the authorities did 
not arrest every member of the H all 
and Mills families immediately after 
tlie bodies were found. 


“ I f thev had acted quickly I am 
onfident that they would have been 
able to get some valuable evidence. 
‘Blit still I think that this case is 
going to he eleared up. Some way or 
other it will come out".

a warning to 


farmers about violating the laws gov- 
erning the transportation of diseased 
logs and urged fanners to use great 
care in diagnosing hog diseases and 
•accinating' for cholera. 


His statement follows: 
Are you aware that Rush county is 


one of the greatest -counties in the 
United-States from a live stock stand 
)oint, especially hogs 


The cow should give 18 pounds of 


nilk for every '100 pounds of digest- 
ble nutrients eaten. This is a single 
ood on which we can live longer than 
my other single food, it coming near- 
ist to a balanced ration. 


The slioat or hog'should give us 


10 to~12 pounds of pork for every 
.00 pounds of digestible nutrients 
aken. The heii with average weight 
if 5 to 6 pounds will require about 
90 pounds of grain a year and an 
jverage hen should lay eggs to the 
imount of from 10 to 12 times her 
icdyweight. She outshines all others

'{ha House and Senate, only six stood 
by me. 


"So great was'the hostility that, 


when I opened the debate which-took 
me three, days, I had to support ev-

of children. 
| "Finding'\no support in Congress, 
[I appealed to the people. At first the 
only help I got was from Women's 
clubs and organized labor.

Quarantine Is Raised 


Fifty-one cases of contagious dis- 


jases, consisting of diptheria and 
scarlet •ever, were reported during 
:he month of 0ctober within Rush 
county according to figures compiled1 


n -the city and county health offices. 


In .the office of Dr. E. I. Wooden, 


county health officer, 24 cases were 
reported", 'and in the office 
of Dr.- 


John M. Lee, city health officer, 27 
cases we*e reported'during the month. 


The cases in Rush county are Di- 


vided as follows, with 22 diptheria 
Hid 29 with scarlet fever. In Rush- 
ville city, there is more diptheria than 
scarlet fever, with 17 cases of the 
'ormer and 10 cases of scarlet fever. 


The figures are reversed in the 


lountry, as there is more scarlet 
'ever than diptheria, with 19 cases 
reported against 5 cases of diptheria. 
The eases in all instances are widely 
scattered, and no certain community 
s having an epidemic, according to 
:he officers. 


Reports have been circulated false- 


y that there were hundreds of such 
cases among school children, but 
lie records in these two offices speak 
for themselves. Physicians, byplay.1! 
ire compelled to report contagious 
diseases to the 'proper authorities, 
with the cases within the city of 
Rushville being reported to the city 
health officer, and all 
other cases 


outside the city to the 'county health 
)fBcer. 


Many of the quarantines estab- 


lished during October have been re- 
leased, and so far November has a 
clean record without any new cases 
jeing reported, and it is believed that 
the diseases are about stamped out. 
Strict quarantine regulations by the 
families is the only method which 
caii; successfully stamp out the dis- 
sases, it was pointed out. 


In- Rushville during the month of 


October, the vital statistics show 


six deaths 


within the city, and only four births 
were reported. 
' For the month preceding September 
there were 19 cases of contagion re- 
ported in Rushville, and 8 cases from 
the rural districts.

Spirit Is Attributed To Conduct Of 


Certain Traveling Foreigners Who 


Swarmed Country In Summer 


HAVE LED A LOOSE LIFE 


Germans-Dislike Impoliteness And

Americans and others whose busi- 
ness requires- them 'to (r'emain jn 
Germany. They have flaunted in the 
faces oi' waiters, and shopgirls their 
dollars and. their cheap marks; they 
have boasted of how cheaply they 
can buy foods and goods in Germany 
and have said they would be "glad 
to get rid of this junk"—meaning 
the marks they bought by the bale. 


The Germaji has seen this; he has 


read, too, daily 'of how many marks 
can be had for a dollar, and of how 
the foreigners were '"'buying out the 
country, taking alpng not only luxur- 
ies but necc'ssities. He has heard of 
the foreigner feasting with cavier, 
lobster and champagne at rates com-

American or British currency. 


Further, he has observed that manj 


of tliej foreigners were leading! a 
loose life—wine, women and song. 


Then he has turned the page, ant 


read how many hundred marks his 
meat and his butter and his breac 
and potatoes are costing and wil 
cost. He has reckoned that up,in 
terms of a weekly wage running 
jetween 2,000 "and 4,000 marks' at 
present and has come to the con- 
tusion jhat the economic situation.is 


all wrong.

along with it, he has gathered 


sullen dislike for the foreigner. 
The result is a distinct spirit of 


lostility. A few eases have come to 
ight in the last couple of weeks 
vhere persons speaking English on 
he streets were hissed.

ther/ hand, though, the German re- 
eiits the boorish impoliteness and 
oud mouthed braggadocia which too 
limy travelers assume.
